Hail, Farewell 


The departure from the indus­ 
trial scene of Benjamin Fairless, 
retired chairman of the board of 
United States Steel 
Corporation, 
should not go unnoticed. 
Fairless rose through the ranks 
of this vast establishment, which 
produces a third of the nation’s 
steel. His real progress had begun 
as a civil engineer. But quickly it 
became evident he also had great 
skill in handling men. 
He was 
marked for management. 
By 1937 he was president of U. 
S. Steel, and in 1952 became the 
first man in the firm’s history to 
be named board chairman while 
retaining the presidency. 
During 
hrs tenure, his company boosted 
its steel-making capacity by 30 per 
cent and added 20 per cent to its 
work force. 
It has developed new sources of 
iron ore in Venezuela, advanced 
the processes of refining low grade 
ores in Minnesota, and built a huge 
new plant in Pennsylvania Fitting­ 
ly, it bears the name of the Fair­ 
less Works.

McKay said he made the prodio 
tion in the face of statistic^ show 
ing that bituminous coal produc 
tion last year reached its lowest 
point in 16 years and that Amen 
cans have become accustomed to 
heating their homes with oil and 
gas 
“Coal is still our greatest proved 
source of energy,” McKaj said in 
a speech prepared for delivery at 
the dedication of the Appalachian 
experiment station of the Bureau 
of Mines 
Many experts foresee by 1975 
the use of 300 million tons of coal 
for power, another 1">0 million tons 
for coke for the steel industry and 
increased amounts for home and 
industrial use. he said 
“Their prediction of total coal 
requirements of 815 million tons 
is more than double the quantity 
that the industry produced 
last 
year," McKay said 
McKav said the demand for clee 
trie power is increasing at the rate 
of 6 or 8 per cent more every >ear 
Even if atomic emu y assumes a 
major role in power generation, 
McKay said, the coal of the Appa 
lachian region “will continue to be 
a major source for electric power "

Aubrey led a French military force 
intent upon intercepting an English 
force reported to be coming down 
the

to the north bank of the Ohio and 
built a temporary fort not far from 
the mouth of the Tennessee. Since 
the first stone of this fort was laid 
on Ascension 
Day, 
the fort he 
built was 
called Fort Ascension. 
This post was in a strategic lo­ 
cation-one that could control the 
coming and going of Indian tribes 
and traders that followed the river. 
Legendary Explanation 
The site selected by Aubrey for 
a temporary fort met the approval 
of Makarty, com m ander at Fort 
Chartres. It also met the approval 
of the French Ministry of Marines 
j in Paris. Aubrey accordingly re­ 
built the fort in 1758 and named it 
Fort M assiac in honor of M. Mas- 
siac, the Minister of Marines. This 
is the valid explanation for the 
naming of the fort. 
There is a legend that offers 
another explanation. According to 
this story the Indians, wishing to at­ 
tack this fort, played a ruse. A 
group of them wrapped themselves 
in bear skins and crawled about on 
a sandbar across the Ohio from the 
fort. Members of the garrison saw 
these “ bears” and set out to kill 
some of them. The soldiers remain­ 
ing at the fort left their posts and 
gathered along the river to see the 
sport. This allowed other Indians 
hidden

There is no apparent basis of fact 
for this story. 
The French continued to occupy 
the fort until they surrendered the 
region to the British in 1763.
